’Wright's Celery ^Tea 
regulates the 


The Other Side. 


E ditors R epublican:—As there ta an 


element in the Christian church on 


4th street which has been laboring very 


hard for the past four or five weeks to 
leave the impression with the people 


that the members of the official board 


of said church had been guilty of some 


very great crime, plot or deep laid 


scheme, calculated to injure Elder A. 


F. Beare, and in order that the public 


may be better able to make their own 


decision, we deem it in order to ofter 


the following statement, since the other 


side has canvassed and recanvassed 


and resolved 
and voted again and 


Again on this question. 
It is a fact 


known to all well informed persons 


that ever since the days of the Camp­ 


bells (the founders of the Christian 


Church) that eaoh organization or con­ 


gregation has had a church government, 


or official head, consisting of elders, 


deacons, a treasurer, a clerk and trus­ 


tees whose duties are to look after the 


welfare of the church. 
This official 


body is not only given authority by the 


statute, of Indiana but the scriptures 


clearly define the duties of ordained 


elders and deacons and also the duties 


of the congregation toward these elders 


and deacons. 
It is the right and duty 


of this official board to cal; all business 


meetings of the church and the mem­ 


bers of the congregation are in duty 


bound to respect this board and have 


no right to ignore, overine or overrule 


any honorable action that the board 


may take which is for the best interests 


of the church, as has been done re­ 


cently at the church on 4th street un­ 


der the leadership of one or two men 


whose only ambition is to stir up strife, 


breed dissension and seek notoriety. 


I he point will be readily seen that if 


this kind of doings are to be permitted 


and if the official board is powerless to 


act, some member could be calling a 


meeting every time he got a little out 


cf sorts, which all must admit would be 


a veiy poor system 
But now as to the 
case in hand: 


In April, 1897, Elder A. F. Beare was 


chosen as pastor of the Christian church, 


the call being for an indefinite time 


aud it was understood and agreed that 


when the time arrived that be could no 


longer serve all the people of the con­ 


gregation to their satisfaction and it was 


expedient that he should resign he 


would do so without further notice. On 
the other hand he was granted the same 


privilege to resign of his own will when­ 


ever he deemed it advisable. 


Now with these facts before us it a ill 


be admitted by all reasonable, thinking 


people that the recent action of the 


legal and only lawful board of the 


church, was perfectly consistent aud in 


accordance with the contract, for the 
reason that Brother Beare and others 


had become entangled 
and 
openly 


talked about each other and accused 


each other of prevarication and the 


chasm was growing wider and wider to 


the great injury of all parties con 


cerned. 
A division in the church was 


imminent since members took sides 


in the controversy. 
Realizing this to 


be the fact with no prospect of adjust­ 


m ent we did not think that Brother 


Beare could afford to preach for a di­ 


vided congregation,with either a major­ 
ity or minority against him, and that be 


might maintain his reputation and save 


a split in the church the board advised 


him in a christian spirit to resign 


thereby complyi ag with the contract, 


in order that peace and harmony might 


prevail. 
To those who are inclined to 


criticise and find fault with the board, 
we say most emphatically that at the 


meeting referred to Brother Beare was 


not abused in the least as some who do 
not know the facts would have you be­ 


lieve, but as before stated, we advised 


him in the spirit ol kindness and the 


only reason for desiring to keep our 


actions quiet was to favor Brother 
Beare and have him quietly resign 
without annoying the membership and 


without creating further division. 
In 


conclusion we will Bay further that we 


did not take this step to annoy Brother 


Beare or to detract any tiling from the 
good work he has done tor the church, 


and we give him the proper credit he 


deserves. 
But we have said and we 


still say, that no minister can afford to 
labor for a divided congregation, a 


goodly number of whom ii illy refuse to 
pay anything further toward his sup­ 


port.

are opened in a bedded deposit, included 
between m icaschist below and lower 
silurian slates above, w hich has been 
followed for about 2,000 yards in a 
north and south direction, w ith a dip of 
about 60 ch glees to th* east, tho thick­ 
ness varying from 160 to 1,000 feet, as 
does also the composition.

A t Luzerne, in the upper valley of 
the Ariege, talc is quarried on an ex 
tensive seal*- in the granite of St. Bar* 
thelem y, a m ountain 7,700 feet high 
aud about 20 railes from the m ain chain 
of tho Pyrenees. 
The quarries, w hich 
arc situated about two m iles from the 
sum m it and 5,900 fact abovo the sea, 
are opened in a bedded deposit, included 
between m icaschist below and lower 
silurian slates above, w hich has been 
followed for about 2,000 yards in a 
north and south direction, w ith a dip of 
about OO degrees to the east, the thick­ 
ness varying from 160 to 1,000 feet, as 
does also the composition. 
Masses of 
lim estone and granite, tho la tte r often 
of considerable size, are frequently found 
included in the silicate of magnesia, 
w hich also contains some alum ina. 
The best rock is of a brilliant w hite 
color and feels greasy to the touch when 
ground to fine powder. 
The principal 
quarry, at Tri mouiu, is worked in tho 
op< u, across tile direction of the bed, 
form ing two or three terraces 50 fee’ 
high, th e surface covering, 6 to IO feet 
thick, having been first stripped. 
The 
stuff bloki a is carried by a. level, in the 
bottom of the quarry, driven in the foot 
w all of tho vein to the valley of Axiat, 
whence it is hauled in bullock w agons 
about 12 m iles to tho works (if Luz* nae, 
win re a w ater power of OO horsepower 
is obtained from the Ariege. 
T horne-, 
chanieal preparation includes sizing by 
sieves, driving in a rotating cylinder 
furnace, breaking, grinding and sifting. 
N early the whole of the product is 
converted into powder, only a small 
p art being made into pencils for .m ark­ 
ing out work on m etal cr sold in the 
lum p form .—Colliery G uardian.
